RETAIL PRICES, OFF 
0.4 PCT., MOST IN

WASHINGTON, March 26 (AP) 
—Retail prices as measured by 
the government dropped four- 
tenths of 1 per cent between mid- 
January and mid-February. It 
was the largest price decline in 
any month of the past year. 

Falling food prices were mainly 
responsible. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said the retail price of food, 
clothing, housing and hundreds 
of other items bought by mod- 
erate income urban families was 
113.4 per cent of the 1947-1949 
average, after declines in three 
months straight.

Several Persons Reported

WILHELMSHAVEN, March 26 
(UP)—A series of shattering ex- 
plosions in stockpiles of World 
War II ammunition rocked this 
north German port city today. 


First police reports said several f 


persons were injured. 

Orders were broadcast for resi- 
dents of some suburban areas to 
evacuate their homes as fires 
raced through stored bomos and 
grenades. 

The explosions ripped through 
the stored ammunition shortly be- 
‘fore noon (5 a.m. St. Louis time). 
The city still was being jolted by 
heavy blasts three hours later. 

Fire equipment and ambulances 
attempting to reach the stricken 
area, in the. harbor district, were 
turned back by a wall of flame. 

Police said the ammunition has 
been stockpiled ‘in the harbor 
area preparatory to being moved 
to isolated rural areas where it 
was to have been detonated. 

The explosives ripped windows 
from their frames and sent 
splintered glass flying through 
apartment and office buildings. 

Police broadcasts warned that 
further explosions were en- 
pected. 

They also ordered residents of 
fashionable “Heppenser Gardens” 
near the harbor area, to leave 
their homes and warned them to 
get off the streets as soon as 
possible.

World War II veterans and $100, 
for Korean service. 

If submitted and approved by 
the voters, the amendment would 
authorize the issuance of bonds 
for the immediate payment of the 
state bonus. The amendment

Would the Bohlen appointment be made again 
if the White House had it to do over?

Shock From the Merchants 


Downtown merchants chose a strange time to 
oppose the new master traffic bill aimed at that 
old enemy of civic progress—street congestion. 

The bill had been designed and promoted by 
the ‘Chamber of Commerce, to which many of 
these merchants belong. It had been amply 
debated. It had won wide support. It had been 
passed by the Board of Aldermen. | 

Not until all that happened did the 255 firms 
petition Mayor Darst to veto the bill. They op- 
pose restrictions on street parking and one-way 


street extensions in the downtown district. 


They contend amendments for outlying areas 
changed the nature of the plan, though officials 
had said it was still 90 per cent effective.” 
This was indeed a bolt from the blue,” as 
Edwin M. Clark of the Chamber of Commerce 
says. He headed the committee which drafted 
the traffic plan. And when he says it is “this 
kind of thing” which has held St. Louis back 
from attacking decay, the record bears him out: 


In 1928, 54 Olive street merchants fought a 
one-way-street plan. They made it plain they 
thought heavy traffic was good for business. 

Just before World War II, major improve- 
ments in downtown traffic rules, based on a 
scientific survey, were attacked and allowed to 
die. During the war, the Associated Retailers 
fought a plan for staggered working hours to 
relieve rush-hour crowding. 

In 1950, the city tried to require that new 
downtown buildings provide for adequate off- 
street parking. This was chopped out of the zon- 
ing ordinance. 0 

So the opposition to downtown “traffic im- 
provements is practically historic. Yet it comes 
as a shock now when downtown merchants can- 
not see across the street because of the cars. 

This is poor business. Street parking, for ex- 
ample, may help those few customers lucky 
enough to find e space. But the resulting con- 
gestion only shunts potential customers away 
from the central district. They can buy where 
there is less trouble to drive. 

Philadelphia, among other cities, found this to 
be true. Philadelphia banned all street parking 
in its main business zone. The Evening Bulletin 
reports that merchants there, too, howled before 
they were hurt. But they changed their minds 
wher traffic and transit were speeded up, and 
more people were encouraged to go downtown. 

St. Louis’s traffic plan was designed first of 
all to prevent the decay of the downtown core 
of the city. Everybody has a stake in that. The 
proposed ordinance represents the first honest- 
to-goodness action against the traffic blight. 

This is no time to put up another stop sign. 
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A Partial Prop for Beef 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson has executed 
another retreat from the “free market” theory 
which he has expounded since coming into of- 
fice. He is going to buy frozen beef, for the 
school lunch program and for shipment overseas, 
in an effort to prop up the price of beef cattle. 

‘Technically this is not a price support program 
but a “surplus removal” program. In buying the 
“surplus,” however, the Government will be com- 
peting with consumers who have lately found the 
price of steak within reach for the first time in 
a long time. If Mr. Benson's acquisitions have 


any effect on the market, it will be the same 


effect as if he were applying to beef the price 
support operation he is applying to butter and 
other commodities. 

Whether school lunches and foreign giveaways 
can absorb enough beef to make much differ- 
ence in cattle prices is open to question. If they 
do not, then Mr. Benson will be under great 
pressure to take whatever additional steps are 
needed to guarantee cattle producers 90 per cent 
of parity. And having made a half-hearted effort 
to support the market, he will be in a poor posi- 
tion to argue that thé market ought not to be

theory with Government practice as it works 
out under the pressure of political and economic 
realities. Either the theory or the practice will 
have to give way sooner or later. 
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To Improve Missouri’s State Parks 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly has put new superin- 
tendents in charge of a number of Missouri's 
state parks, and the amount of park revenues 
to be retained by concessionaire-managers has 
been someWhat reduced. But outstanding im- 
provement of the state park system calls for the 
creation of the kind of nonpartisan park board 
already voted by the lower branch of the Legis- 
lature and approved by a Senate commii:ece. 

The House measure also would limit the in- 
come retained by a concessionaire to $15,000 
a year. That figure should attract men compe- 
tent to manage these outdoor playgrounds. 
Cheapening the position would only mean less 
comfort and less enjoyment for park visitors. 

These visitors are growing in number every 
year. Present facilities are hardly adequate, es- 
pecially over weekends and in the school vaca- 
tion season. There is a growing need for new 
parks.and for the enlargement of those in ex- 
istence. At Montauk, for example, the state 
might acquire fishing and access rights to sev- 
eral more miles of the Current river. 

An expansion program ought to be financed, 
as far as possible, out of park revenues. It 
snould be directed by a state park board with 
standards as high as those of the present Con- 
servation Commission. Gov. Donnelly favors the 
establishment of such a board. The House has 
voted for it Senate acition should be favorbale.

Good Medicine 


The American Academy of General Practice 
conducted itself like an unco-operative patient 
here this week. Told that the medical profession 
is suffering from certain ills which can be cured 
by prompt treatment, it reacted angrily. The ills 
were greatly exaggerated, it said, and the way to 
treat them was not to talk of them in public. 

This reaction to the profession’s own self- 
criticism can hardly have any other effect than 
to impair the public confidence which the Acad- 
emy is so jealous to protect. The Academy de- 
clares that Dr. Paul Hawley, director of ‘the 
American College of Surgeons, “distorted’¥ facts 
—yet it offers no evidence whatever that he did 
so. Dr. Hawley, on the other hand, supplies con- 
vincing evidence of fee-splitting, unnecessary 
surgery, and ghost surgery. Dr. Evarts A. Gra- 
ham of St. Louis, chairman of the College’s 
Board of Regents, coming to Dr. Hawley’s de- 
fense, declares the facts are “fully documented.” 

Why has so much heat been generated in this 
matter? The lay public is almost bound to con- 


jecture uneasily that practices which are to the 


disadvantage of the patient do exist, and that 
some doctors want to keep it secret within the 
profession, Since the patients’ lives and health 
are involved, they are ‘more apt to agree with 
Dr. Hawley and Dr. Graham than with the advo- 
cates of the silent treatment. 

Surely the members of the Academy cannot 
believe that the best way to deal with an incipi- 
ent disease is. to minimize its gravity and not 
mention it to the neighbors.

Paul Klee on Art as a Holiday

(Editor’s Note: A touring show 
of 45 drawings by Klee is on public exhi-+ 
bition at Givens Hall library, Washington 
University, through April 15.) , 


This new book contains 164 illustrations 
of significant works covering the whole 
range of Klee’s art, 
from pencil sketches 
at the age of 14 to 
paintings completed 
in 1940, the year of 
his death. 

Most of the illus 
trations are in black 
and white, only 13 
n color, preventing 
lhe realization of the 
unusual _ gradations 
of tone and curious 
contrasts of color 
that are so import- 
ant a part of this 
Paul Klee sensitive artist’s ex- 

pression. ’ 

The author, a friend of Klee and of his 
wife and son, has given the most intimate 
and personal account of the artist and his 
work that has yet appeared. She has re- 
counted the beginning of his career in 
Switzerland, emphasizing his cultural back- 
ground—his knowledge of language, poetry 
and music especially—as influences in his 
development. 

She tells, too, of the artist’s awareness 


. of the works of other artists and makes 


interesting comparisons of his work with 


that of his contemporaries: Marc, Ensor, 


Kandinsky, Picasso and Miro. 

As the wife of the scientist and art his- 
torian S. Giedion, the author might be ex- 
pected to be more analytical, but she never 
forces her own critical comments. Her ap- 
proach is that of a penetrating, informed 
and sympathetic commentator,

She points out the qualities of Klee’s 
paintings, indicating his interest in the 
world around him and telling of his power 
through creative imagination to change 
things seen into new pictorial life in a 
curious universe of their own. 

Paul Klee expresses the philosophy of 
his painting in the excerpt from his writ- 
ing quoted in the text of this critical bi- 
ography: Let art sound like a fag, tale 


and be at home everywhere. Let it work’ 


with good and evil as do the eternal pow- 
ers. And to men let it be a holiday, a 
change of atmosphere, a point of view, a 
transfer to another world which presents 
a diverting spectacle so that they may re- 
turn to everyday life with renewed vi- 
tality.” 

The usefulness of this volume is en- 
hanced for students by the selected bibli- 
ography not only of writings about Klee 
but also by him. It was compiled by Han- 
nah B. Muller of the Museum of Modern

For Hog Price Supports. 


That shows a fine faith in hu- 
man nature.

And he 
may not be so ready as Secretary 
Benson believes to throw off 
those golden—well anyway silver- 
plated—chains. 

Wallace’s Farmer, published in 
Des Moines, took a poll of what 
was said to be a cross-section of 
Iowa farmers and came up with 
the figure of 66 per cent in favor 
of Government support for hog 
prices during 1953. 

Members of the American Farm 
Bureau. Federation, which is of- 
ficially opposed to high support 
programs, voted in nearly as 
large a ratio to continue the 
Government floor under hog 
prices as did non-members. 


Dairy Lobby vs. Imports. 


The other looming reality con- 
cerns the relationships between 
a farm program and the foreign 
policy of the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration. The administration is 
committed to extending the re- 
ciprocal trade program and lower- 
ing the barriers to the goods of 
friendly nations. This is the 
“trade not aid” thesis. 


But, the powerful dairy lobby | 


is urging Congress to put severe 
limitations on the import of dairy 
products. And Secretary Benson 
has said before a committee of 
Congress that it is virtually im- 
possible to have a high price sup- 
port program and yet leave the 
door open to the importation of 
farm commodities. The high 
price acts as a magnet for export- 
able cheese, butter and so forth 
from all over the world. 

Plainly, however, if the door is 
closed to such products—they are 
the only products that some coun- 
tries, Denmark and New Zealand, 
for example, have to export—no 
free trade program is possible. 
That is the kind of reality that 
the earnest Secretary of Agricul- 
ture must confront.

Small TV Cameras to Help Women 
Run House Predicted by Sarnoff 


RCA Head Honored by Engineers, Also Tells 
of Television Show Recorded Electron- 
ically on Magnetic Tape. 


NEW. YORK, March 26 (AP)— 
Some day the housewife may be 
able to use the television set to 
take a peek at baby in the nur- 


sery, the youngster at play in the 
backyard, or the caller ringing 
the doorbell. 

So said Board Chairman David 
Sarnoff of Radio Corp. of Amer- 
ica last night in accepting ‘the 
first founders award of the Insti- 
tute of Radio Engineers, in con- 
vention here. 

Sarnoff said that possibility was 
raised by development of minia- 
ture, low-cost TV cameras that 
can be connected to a home set 
as easily as a record-player, 

“When the cost of the camera 
attachments is sufficiently low to 
permit their use in the average 
home they may make the televi- 
sion receiver truly the control 
center of the home,” he said. A 
flick of a switch could put, on 


the screen of the set, the view 
through such cameras situated at 
various points, he added. 

Sarnoff disclosed that RCA had 
successfully recorded a television 
program electronically on mag- 
netic tape, although he said the 
quality of the recorded picture 
still needs improvement. It was 
the first public disclosure that 
RCA had reached that stage in 
development of a television tape 
recorder. Bing Crosby Enterprises, 
owned by the entertainment star, 
recently gave a demonstration of 
a TV tape recorder it had de- 
veloped. 

The award to Sarnoff was for 
“outstanding contributions to the 
radio engineering profession 
through wise and courageous 
leadership in the planning and 
administration of technical devel- 
opments which have greatly in- 
creased the impact of electronics 
on the public welfare.”

about a pilot in the 
Marine Corps. 


“This morning about eleven, 
while working in the weather sta- 
tion, a very alert person yelled: 

An aircraft is on ‘fire!’ 


“Immediately everyone, includ- 
ing myself, ran outside, loo 

to the runway for a plane. 
Instead, we noticed some Panther 
jets flying and circling over the 
field. One was on fire! 

“Inside a minute, that plane 
was a ball of fire, burning from 
nose to tail. Any average pilot 
would have bailed out. But not 
this pilot. He was going to bring 
the plane in as she was. After cir- 
cling the field, he brought the 
plane to the approach end of the 
runway and started to bring her 
down. We noticed his wheels 
wouldn’t come down, that he was 
going to land her on her ‘belly.’ 
Believe me, he had a job on his 
hands. All of us were keeping our 
fingers crossed and praying for 
that pilot’s life. 

“Finally, the pilot banked her 
on the runway real gently and 
skidded down half the runway be- 
fore turning right into the field. 
By so doing, the runway was clear 
for all other incoming traffic.

SOMEBODY—WE FORGET WHO—ONCE SAID that in 
the study of human behavior and human relations, the scientist 
finds out which of the things that “everybody knows” are so. 

This may be a good answer. 

Many otherwise reasonably well-informed people still 
“know” that babies can be “marked” during pregnancy by 
things that happen to the mother. That, if you allow a baby 
to eat and drink when he is hungry and thirsty, instead of fol- 
lowing a “proper” schedule, he will never learn to conform 
to other people’s demands, but will always want his own way. 
That it is necessary to “break” a pre-schooler of sucking his 
thumb. That if you allow a 4-year-old to speak disrespectfully 
to you, he will grow up with no respect for you. 

Many of these things are believed by many people. Yet 
most of them have been disproved by science—at least to most 
people’s satisfaction.

f ANOTHER IMPORTANT THING to keep in mind is that 
some people seem to have a lot more “common sense” about 
children than others. Some people are naturally good parents 
or good teachers, just as some doctors are naturally good 
clinicians. 

Such people do not need too much information, advice or 
help from the specialist. They know as much, sometimes more, 
about their subject than does the average specialist. When 
we stop*to think of how little is known scientifically about the 
school behavior of children, we realize that many a fourth or 
fifth grade teacher (or name your own grade) knows more 
about her pupils than many a specialist. 

But not all parents, or teachers, are gifted, nor even rea- 
sonably well equipped for the jobs they must undertake. That 
we may help such people to do their jobs better is one of the 
reasons (quite apart from its sheer scientific value) that a 
science of child development is necessary and useful. 

Even though very often its findings come very close to the 
teachings of-common sense, and to the things which, it seems 
to you, you have always known.

Opera Association Adore Maestro 


Whose Faust Opens Here Tomorrow

L T HIS is my baby and I lo-o-ve my baby,” Nandor Domokos 


The “baby” which commands most of his affection and 
attention is the Midwest Opera Association, a group of 120 young 


St. Louis singers who want to sing grand opera. 


Under the direc- 


tion of Dr. Domokos (pronounced Domokosh), Hungarian-born mu- 
siclan who once directed the Royal Hungarian Opera House in 
Budapest, they'll perform “Faust,” in English, at the St. Louis 
House tomorrow night and at 2:30 and 8:30 p.m. Saturday. 


At the present time, Domokos 
is spending his time whipping his 
“baby,” at least whipping it into 
shape. Cries of, “I weel keel you,” 
to a trembling tenor, and, “What 
is happening over there? Why you 
don’t sing?” run competition to 
Gounod as the dynamic little di- 
rector supervises a duel or a* 
death scene, This quality of ener- 
getic enthusiasm, whether in 
pleasure or in pain, communicates 
itself to the company, however, 
and is one of the reasons there 
are hopeful indications that this 
group may be able to accomplish 
what others have tried and failed 
to do—to bring grand opera to St. 
Louis on a permanent basis. 


“We hope that civic-minded— 
not just music-minded but civic- 
minded—people will give St. 
Louis an opera company to com- 
pare with its Symphony and its 
Muny Opera,” Domokos says. 

“From my ‘experience, when 
you have grand opera, the whole 
musical and artistic life of a city 
is improved because opera in- 
cludes everything. Big choruses, 
solo singers, ballet dancers, ac- 
tors, scenery painters, stage di- 
rectors, orchestra, stage hands. 
All artistic life is encouraged 
by it. 

“The midwest is the center of 
our country and St. Louis is its 
heart. We have excellent univer- 
sities, colleges, businesses, fac- 
tories, a wonderful symphony and 
light opera but no grand opera. I 
feel St. Louis should have one.” 

Domokos, who has been in this 
country five years, has spent the 
past year working on this dream, 
and has great plans for its future. 

“The nucleus of opera is to 
have an excellent chorus,” he 
points out. “Now we have an ex- 
cellent chorus and we can start 
to build from there. For the next 
season we would like to bring 
Metropolitan Opera stars from 
New York to play the two lead- 
ing roles and give the rest of 
the parts to our cast. 


“I try to be American,” he says, 
“and like an American I know 
that everything must be sold. If 
you can sell the glory and glamor 
of the big names, you will be able 
to sell with it our own people. 
We have wonderful singers, ex- 
cellent vbices here, but young 
singers need opportunity. If they 
do not have the opportunity at 
home they go some place 
eke” 

Back of the director’s ability 
to work with singers and get them 
to do their best is an impressive 
musical background and a life 
story that has had its share of 
drama. Born in Budapest, Domo- 
kos had his musical education with 
such famous teachers as Bartok, 
Kodaly and Eugene Hubay. He 
holds three degrees, in composi- 
tion, organ, and conducting. His 
original musical instrument was 
the organ, although he is equally 
proficient at the piano, 


“I was a little ‘prodige,’” 
Domokos smiles as he tells of his 
early musical training. “I hated 
to be a musican. I thought it was 
sissy. But my mother pushed me 
into it and later, of course, I 
changed my mind. I started 
studying when I was four and 
one-half years old. When I was 
19 I took my first job with the 
National Conservatory of Music 
in Budapest and when I was 20 
I became a coach at the opera, 
where I had a chance to work 
with Fritz Busch and Serge Filoni. 

I had a scholarship from the 
Hungarian government, took part 
in festivals at Salzburg and Bay- 
reuth, and became conductor of 
the opera,” he sums up. “I also 
was connected with the national 
radio company and directed many 
guest concerts in other European 
cities. And tha the smile beams 
again, “is my short story.

HERE is a little more to the 

Domokos story about which 

he is even more reticent. 
During the last two years of the 
war, he was in the H 
army, and the hands which had 
‘been dedicated to playing organ 
keys and directing voices became 
more familiar with handling a 
gun. He was captured by the 
Russians but managed to escape. 
After the war, he and his wife 
and son were literally smuggled 
out of Hungary and were able to 
get to Venezuela. 

In addition to a visa to Vene- 
zuela, he had a visitor’s visa to 
this country, so he came to New 
York to see friends of his. They 
introduced him to G. P. Blake Jr. 
of the St. Louis Institute of Music, 
who was visiting there at the same 
time. 

“We had to carry on our entire 
conversation through an interpret- 
er, but even so, after an hour and 
a half he offered me a job,” says 
Domokos. “That is when I first 
decided I liked the way these 
Americans do things.” 

Back in Venezuela while he 
waited for permission to enter 
this country, he acted as accom- 
panist for Tito Schipa and as 
coach for Elena Nikolaidi and 
Set Svanholm. 

His work at the Institute of Mu- 
sic here included the teaching of 
opera and conducting, and the di- 
recting of concerts. In addition, 
he lectured at St. Louis University 
and Webster College, and three 
years ago became musical director 
for the Archdiocese Catholic high. 
schools. 
now, although with his inexhausti- 
ble energy, he manages to include

His son is a thoroughly American- 
ized little boy for which Domokos 
is grateful. 

“I like the way young people 
are brought up here,” he says. 
“They learn independence early 
in school, they learn they will 
have to make a living for them- 
selves.

In European 
countries, people think things 
over too long, wait too long to 
make up their minds. I see now 
how we make so many mistakes. 

“Never have I found such good

Last May they gave two 
performances of “Cavalleria Rus- 
ticana” at the American Theater, 
and last fall at Kiel Auditorium 
gave three performances of “Cav- 
allerlia” and “I, Pagliacci.” Like 
the forthcoming “Faust,” these 
were in English as Domokos has 
a firm belief that “the language 
of Shakespeare is good enough 
for opera.” 

“At present we are having a 
real struggle,” Domokos admits 
candidly, “but I think we can 
build up a group that will be an 
asset to St. Louis musie life.” 

Domokos is eager to give credit
